In spite of his thundering speech- 
es against big government, Texas 
Gov. Rick Perry has a troubled 
relationship with the tea party, a 
rift increasingly obvious as he gets 
closer to a presidential bid. 

Tea party groups from New 
Hampshire to Texas are collabo- 
rating to criticize Perry’s record 
on immigration; public health and 
spending; and his former affiliation 
with the Democratic Party. 

“It’s real easy to walk into 
church on Sunday morning and 
sing from the hymnal. I saw a guy 
that talked like a tea party candi- 
date but didn’t govern like one,” 
said Debra Medina, a Texas tea 
party activist who challenged Perry 


in the 2010 Republican guberna- 
torial primary. 

Texas conservatives recently 
shared material on Perry’s record 
with the New Hampshire Tea Party 
Coalition. The coalition offers links 
to negative media coverage and 
videos about the man who it says 
“was A1 Gore’s Democrat chair- 
man” in 1988. Perry switched to the 
Republican Party in 1989, around 
the same time as other conserva- 
tive Democrats. 

The attacks are quietly promot- 


ed by other Republican presiden- 
tial contenders, who view Perry as 
a growing threat as he inches closer 
to a late entrance into the Republi- 
can presidential primary. 

A key Perry strategist dismissed 
the tea party criticism as isolated 
to a handful of conservative groups 
in a fragmented movement. 

“There’s no candidate running 
... that has his record and relation- 
ship with tea party members,” said 
David Carney. “But the tea party is

Egypt's Military Looks to Dig in 


As interim leaders 
seek a lasting role, 
fears of abuse rise 

Cairo 

Egypt’s ruling generals are seeking 
to enshrine a future role for them- 
selves with considerable indepen- 
dence from civilian leaders and 
possibly an authority to intervene 
in politics, a push that appears to be 
driven by the military’s fear of los- 
ing the near-autonomous power it 
has enjoyed for nearly 60 years. 


“Any political role for the mil- 
itary will hurt democracy,” said 
Mustafa el-Naggar, an activist. 
“The only guarantor of democra- 
cy should be the people.” 

Last week, the generals who 
have led Egypt since Hosni Muba- 
rak’s Feb. 11 fall announced plans 
to create guidelines for a new con- 
stitution that is to be written after 
elections planned for this year. 

But it raised concerns due to 
the military’s control over the pro- 
cess, combined with signals by 
some generals that they want an 
untouchable role for the military. 


Backstory 

A council of Egypt's generals 

took power after Hosni Mubarak’s 
fall on Feb. 11, though they had lost 
much of the legitimacy they long 
had to justify their behind-the- 
scenes domination of the country. 
The military has been the most pow- 
erful institution in Egypt since army 
officers toppled the monarchy in 
a 1952 coup, giving the country its 
four presidents since, and wielding 
significant influence and economic 
power. (AP) 


One legal expert and candidate 
for president, Hisham Bastawisi, 
has proposed the military have the 
role of “guaranteeing supra-consti- 
tutional principles.” That appears 
to mean powers to intervene to pro- 
tect basic democratic rights. 

Lately, the ruling generals have 
come under heavy criticism by the 
protesters. “Down with the junta,” 
banners say at Tahrir Square, birth- 
place of the uprising and home to a 
nearly two-week-old sit-in to press 
the generals to speed up reforms.

Japan: Reactors Stable 
At Crippled Nuclear Plant 


Tokyo 

The crippled reactors at Japan’s 
tsunami-hit nuclear power plant 
have reached stability more than 
four months since the disaster, 
and the plant is on track for a cold 
shutdown within six months, the 
government and the plant opera- 
tor said Tuesday. 

Workers have toiled in hot and 
harsh conditions to stabilize the 
Fukushima Dai-ichi plant since the 
March 11 earthquake and tsunami 
destroyed reactor cooling systems, 
triggering partial meltdowns of 
the reactors and making the disas- 
ter the world’s worst nuclear crisis 
since Chernobyl. 

The progress achieves the Tokyo 
Electric Power Co.’s initial goals 
to bring the plant under control, 
according to the report released by 
the government and TEPCO. 

“The accident has not been 
resolved, but we have been mak- 
ing progress steadily,” trade and 
industry minister Banri Kaieda 


Meanwhile ... 

Japan's government on Tuesday 
instructed Fukushima prefecture to 
suspend all of its shipments of beef 
cows due to growing worries about 
radiation in the country’s beef sup- 
ply. The move comes amid a rising 
tally of cows, about 650, that were 
fed radiation-tainted rice straw and 
then shipped nationwide. Cesium 
levels exceeding the legal limit have 
been detected in beef samples in 
three cities. (AP) 


said. “We will continue our utmost 
effort so that we can bring this to 
an end as soon as possible.” 

Radiation around the plant has 
shown a “sufficient decrease” from 
peak levels measured soon after the 
March 11 disaster. The work now 
shifts into a second stage, when 
workers will aim to further cut 
radiation released into the air, soil 
and water.

The District of Columbia Office of 
Campaign Finance is investigat- 
ing allegations that Mayor Vin- 
cent Gray’s campaign illegally 
converted cash contributions into 
money orders. 

The District has a $25 limit 
on cash donations. The Washing- 
ton Post reported Tuesday that 
Gray’s campaign staffers convert- 
ed an untold number of cash dona- 
tions of more than $25 into money 
orders. The Post cited campaign 
finance records and interviews 
with donors. 

Money-order donations totaled 
more than $56,000 — primarily 
from the city’s taxi industry — and 
are part of the $2.7 million war chest 
the Gray campaign amassed in last 


year’s defeat of incumbent Adrian 
M. Fenty, who spent nearly $5 mil- 
lion on his re-election bid. 

The campaign finance office 
began a full audit of Gray’s cam- 
paign committee in April amid 
allegations that the campaign 
gave cash to a minor candidate so 
he could stay in the race and bash 
then-Mayor Adrian Fenty. 

A spokesman for the office says 
the auditors will examine the mon- 
ey-order allegations. 

Gray said in a statement that 
the report of discrepancies “rais- 
es serious questions,” but he said 
he is staying focused on his job 
as mayor. 

Gray described a grassroots 
campaign that had to be put in 
place during a small window of 
time, forcing him to entrust cam- 
paign duties to others. “But, obvi- 
ously, if mistakes were made, the 
campaign should be held respon- 
sible,” he said in the statement.

Calling it “the most humble day” of 
his life, Rupert Murdoch and his son 
James Murdoch confronted angry 
lawmakers on Tuesday, insisting 
they did not know the scope of phone 
hacking at their News of the World 
tabloid and apologizing for being the 
source of one of the worst crises in 
the history of British media. 

On a day of reckoning for 
News Corp. in Britain, Murdoch, 
a baron of the conservative press 
whose media empire runs from Fox 
News to the saucy old tabloids of 
Fleet Street, put himself forward 
to face a nation’s fury. Repeated- 
ly pounding his hand on a table at 
the select committee hearing as he 
gave testimony, Murdoch neverthe- 
less appeared removed from day- 
to-day details of the scandal and 
unprepared for the almost foren- 
sic lines of questioning. 

The drama in the parliamenta- 
ry chamber, already at a peak, took 
a surreal turn when a man yelled 
“greedy” while tossing a plate of 
shaving foam at the 80-year old 
Murdoch, prompting his wife, 
Wendi Deng, to leap out of her chair 
and belt the attacker. The melee 
forced a temporary suspension of 
a session, watched by millions on 
both sides of the Atlantic. 

Marking the first time the 
Australian-born Murdoch has 
addressed such a forum, he often 
turned to his 38-year-old son, 
who oversees the company’s Brit- 
ish operations, to field them for 
him. But he was pressed at times 
to answer himself — occasional- 
ly offering the blunt remarks of a 
hardboiled newsman.

“There were people in the com- 


pany which were apparently guilty 
and we have to find them and we 
have to deal with them,” Murdoch 
conceded at one point. 

Throughout the proceedings, 
Murdoch, noting that News of the 
World was “one percent of our com- 
pany,” insisted he was not informed 
about key developments in the scan- 
dal. He said, for instance, he did not 


know about legal settlements with 
phone hacking victims in excess of 
$1 million and dating back to as early 
as 2008 — settlements that British 
lawmakers suggested were made to 
keep a lid on the scandal. 

He also said he was unaware 
that in 2009, the same select com- 
mittee he was appearing before had 
accused British executives at News

NFL Inches Toward Crucial Votes

With NFL owners and locked- out 
players preparing to vote on a deal 
that would end the sport’s shut- 
down in the coming days, repre- 
sentatives of both sides went back 
to work Tuesday to settle their 
remaining differences.

At the end of a long day, many gam- 
ers zone out by competing in online 
death matches or by escaping to vir- 
tual realms. Spiritual leader Deepak 
Chopra is hoping gamers will instead 
choose to chill out with “Leela,” his 
ambitious new effort to combine 
gaming and meditation. 

“I personally believe that you can 
accelerate neural development and 
biological evolution through video 
games,” Chopra says. “Unfortu- 
nately, that’s not what we’re doing 
right now. What we’re doing is cre- 


ating addictions to violence, adren- 
aline and mindlessness, rather than 
mindfulness.” 

“Deepak Chopra’s Leela,” out 
Nov. 8 from THQ Inc., will use 
the Xbox 360 console’s controller- 
free, camera-based Kinect system 
to detect users’ bodies, then guide 
them through meditation exercis- 
es. (An edition for Nintendo’s Wii 
requires players to hold a controller.) 
“Leela,” which translates to “play” in 
Sanskrit, is less of a game and more 
of an experience, though there are 
a few game-play elements. 

Seven exercises based on the 
seven “chakras,” the points along 
the body that Chopra says serve as 
energy centers, task players with 
moving their bodies to control 
graphics on screen set to a sooth- 
ing soundtrack. The mini-games

increase in difficulty, but “Leela” 
places no importance on a final 
score or finishing the exercises. 

Chopra hopes that “Leela” will 
mark the beginning of an evolu- 
tion for the interactive medium. 
He believes that if gaming con- 
soles add the abilities to wirelessly 
measure brain waves as well as the 
intervals between heartbeats, then 
they could be even more beneficial 
to health and wellness. 

“If we can measure what’s hap- 
pening in your body, your heart, 
your emotions, your breath and your 
mind,” Chopra says, “then there’s 
no reason why we can’t create a new 
generation of video games that can 
help accelerate the personal, psy- 
chological, emotional and spiritu- 
al development of human beings.”

Graffiti was once considered a sign 
of urban decay, the sort of thing 
that might keep tourists away 
from a neighborhood. Now, not 
only is it an accepted art form, but 
it’s also the subject of a new tour 
in one of Miami’s trendiest neigh- 
borhoods, Wynwood, where legal 
outdoor murals by graffiti artists 
cover the walls near art galleries 
and restaurants.

tour ends with lunch at a happen- 
ing Wynwood restaurant. 

Once considered a rough neigh- 
borhood, Wynwood has become a 
destination for artists from all over 
the world. Wynwood is also now 
home to one of the world’s largest 
installations of murals by multi- 
ple graffiti artists. 

“It’s so not what you would 
expect of Miami,” said Jesse Bull, 
an economics professor who took 
one of Roam Rides’ recent graffi- 
ti tours. “The graffiti has kind of 
added to that. It livens it up and 
makes it fresh and artsy.” 

Guides point out work by differ- 
ent local artists while explaining the 
evolution of graffiti from the days 
when artists plastered their names 
on vacant buildings and train cars 
as a way to gain street cred. 

These days, building owners 
give artists permission to spray 
paint their designs, and these legal 
pieces share the walls of dozens of 
neighborhood art galleries and chic 
restaurants. They’re easy to distin- 
guish from illegal graffiti, which 
is often done fast, in secret and at 
night. The sanctioned murals allow 
artists to take their time and work 
in depth in large spacess. 

“That generation is going to 
bring it to another level where, 
one day, it’s going to be like Pop 
Art,” said Erni Vales, who runs 
a studio in the arts district.”

Get jamming with 
fresh produce and 
unexpected herbs

There’s so much fresh seasonal fruit 
— burgundy cherries, lipstick-red 
strawberries — at farmers markets 
and in Harris Teeter bins lately, it’s 
like an episode of “Eating Rain- 
bow” out there. But if you don’t 
want to enjoy this bounty right 
away, then maybe you should make 
like Grandma and whip up some 
homemade jam or jelly. Sweetest 
of all, it’s not that tough. 

Mallory Staley, executive pas- 
try chef at 1789 (1226 36th St. 
NW; 202-965-1789, 1789restau- 


rant.com), has been making jam 
since she was a little girl, when 
she helped her grandparents put 
in jars just-harvested peaches, 
strawberries and blackberries on 
their farm outside Frederick, Md. 

“I was always interested in the pro- 
cess,” she says. “Not that I had a 
choice. I was given a spoon and put 
to work.” Now she turns out sweet 
spreads at work, like her signa- 
ture strawberry rhubarb (see rec- 
ipe sidebar), which accompanies 
1789 ’s cheese platters. 

The first step tin making jam 
is picking produce that’s up to the 
job. And — surprise! — that’s not 
necessarily the same crops you’d 
choose to snack on. “I get the most Jf,. 
flavor out of fruits that are almost 
rotten,” Staley says. “You want

STRAWBERRY- 
RHUBARB JAM 


Ingredients 

» 2 cups chopped strawberries 
» 1 cup chopped rhubarb 
» 3 cups granulated sugar 
» 1 tablespoon pectin 
» 1 teaspoon lemon juice 

Instructions 

Place the fruit into a pot. In a small 
bowl, place one cup of sugar with the 
pectin. Mix together to really coat the 
pectin (it will form clumps if this step 
is not followed). Add to the fruit. Stir 
in the remaining sugar and cook over 
medium-low heat for two to three 
hours. Make sure you stir the pot 
every 15 to 20 minutes to ensure it is 
not burning at the bottom. 

Once the jam is to the desired 
consistency, remove heat and add 
in the lemon juice. Proceed as you 
would to can. mallory staley, 1789

them to be super-ripe and super- 
delicious.” The riper the fruit, the 
more natural sugar will be pres- 
ent, so you won’t have to add much 
refined sugar to your recipe. If 
you’ve never jammed before, start 
with something sweet like straw- 
berries so nature corrects begin- 
ner’s blunders. 

To make sure your spread gels, 
Winifred Schulteis, co-owner and 
chief jammer at Quaker Valley 
Orchards (Quakervalleyorchards. 
com), recommends adding a little 
natural pectin (brands such as Ball 
and Bernardin are at most grocery 
stores). “It helps it set faster,” she 
says. “And it helps retain more fla- 
vor of the fruit, because you’re not 
cooking everything out of it.” 

You can also mix and match 
the unexpected. “I like apricots and 
rosemary, but most people wouldn’t 
think to make a jam out of these two 
ingredients,” says Stefano Frigerio, 
the owner of D.C.’s Copper Pot Food 
Company (Copperpotfoodco.com), 
known for exotic jams such as red 


beet with rhubarb, and white fig 
with balsamic vinegar. “Experiment 
a little, and you might be pleasant- 
ly surprised by the results.” 

An easy way to add a new twist 
on a classic flavor is to incorporate 
herbs. “It gives you a little hint of 
something extra after you get past 
the fruitiness,” Staley says. 

The final step is canning your 
creations. Start by washing your 
jars and lids in soapy hot water, 
then boil them for at least 10 min- 
utes to sterilize them. Fill up your 
containers (leave an inch or two at 
the top), seal them, and submerge 
them back in boiling water to kill 
any lingering microorganisms. 

The times vary depending on 
what you’re canning and what ele- 
vation you’re at, so check out the 
National Center for Home Food 
Preservation’s website for full 
details (Uga.edu/nchfp). Let your 
jars cool first, but then feel free to 
crack one open so you can enjoy 
the fruits (or vegetables) of your 
labor.
